The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners made appoint- 
ments to three separfate county- 
related entities at their July 21 reg- 
ular meeting. 

Jennie Hatfield and Gerald F. 
Zinzo were appointed out of four 
applicants, by a unanimous vote, to 
fill two Commission on Aging 
(COA) vacancies. The COA has a 
total of seven board members. 

“I was really impressed with 
their applications,” said County 
Chair Lynnette Corlew of Hatfield 
and Zinzo. 

“Jennie would do a really good 
job,” remarked Commissioner 
Harold Golnick during the discus- 
sion of COA appointments. 

Appointed to the Crawford 
County Transportation Authority 
were Jeannette Kitchen and Fred 
Schaibly, the only applicants to file 
for two available seats. 

The Board also appointed Vice 
Chair Beth Wieland to represent the 
County with the Northeast 
Michigan Consortium, a group 
dedicated to obtaining grant fund- 
ing from various sources for 
employment opportunities, young 
adult job training programs, and 
other programs beneficial to 
Crawford and other northern coun- 
ty citizens. 
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“It’s kind of neat because people 
don’t have to call Lansing any- 
more,” said Bonnie  Bussard, 
Grayling TSC Manager. “It’s just 
right down the road now.” 

Bussard and the other 19 employ- 
ees at the Grayling TSC have spent 
the last few weeks moving into the 
brand new building, which was jusi 
recently finished at its Hartwick 
Pines Road location, only a few 
blocks southwest of the Department 
of Natural Resources Field Office 
and not far from the M-93 exit off of 
1-75. 

The Grayling MDOT office will 
be responsible for serving six north- 
em Michigan counties along the I- 
75/US-27 corridor: Cheboygan, 
Emmett, Roscommon, Ogemaw, 
Otsego and Crawford. 

“Because so much work is being 
done in that area, they thought it 
would be helpful to have a service 
center here to service that area,” 
explained Bussard. Grayling was 
selected for the office’s location 
“because it’s kind of in the middle,” 
she said. 

The Grayling TSC joins those of 


Alpena, Cadillac and Traverse City 
TSC’s in servicing MDOT's north- 
erm region, which is overseen by the 
Regional Office in Gaylord. “They 
pass down policy of their own as 
well as get policy from Lansing,” 
said Bussard of the Regional Office. 
“They make sure the TSC’s do 
things the same, to keep continuity.” 

One of the main goals of 
MDOT’s TSC offices is “to get 
closer to the people we serve,” said 
Bussard. “We’re the ones that do a 
lot of public contact. We know the 
local contacts on a first-name basis, 
and we answer customer -calls. 
People can come to us rather than 
the Regional Office or Lansing.” 

Bussard said that some of those 
employed at the Grayling TSC have 
already worked closely with area 
governmental units, such as the 
Road Commission for Crawford 
County and City of Grayling, as 
well as the Chamber of Commerce, 
specifically with regard to the 
recent $600,000 trail grant that was 
approved. 

As part of MDOT, the TSC’s deal

School district’s 1999-2000 
General Fund Budaet adopted 


Following a public hearing attend- 
ed by a handful of people at the 
beginning of the June 21 regular 
meeting of the Crawford AuSable 


School Board, the 1999-2000 
District General Fund Budget was 
adopted. 


Revenues of $14,159,276 are pro- 
jected in the 33-page detailed bud- 
get. A fund equity of $1,175,499 
was calculated at the close of the 
1998-1999 school year. 

Superintendent Kent Reynolds 
said a fund equity of this size is nec- 
essary in order to maintain a positive 
cash balance as some inventory 
items, including school buses, must 
be included in the calculation. 

The district's fiscal year begins 


July 1, according to Reynolds, and 
the State of Michigan does not begin 
to make State Aid payments until 
October, the beginning of its fiscal 
year. 

In order to pay the district’s bills 
and meet payroll during the first 
three months of the schoal year, the 
Board took action earlier in the 
1998-1999 school year to borrow 
money, in addition to the positive 
fund equity.

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Documented child abusers 
may get second chance

Some one-time offenders of the 
State’s child abuse and neglect laws 
may get a chance to wipe the slate 
clean due to legislation signed by 
Governor John Engler that became 
effective July 1. 

Public Act 484 requires a five cat- 
egory disposition system for the 
investigation of child abuse and 
neglect cases, representing one of 
the most significant changes to the 
Child Protection Law in years. 

After discovering many one-time 
offenders. with no criminal charges, 
would remain for ten years on a 
Central Registry of those who have 
committed child abuse and neglect, 
the Family Independence Agency 
(FIA) has opened itself to written 
requests for removal from the reg- 
istry. 

“An FIA investigation revealed 
that one-time offenders went into 
the same ‘pot’ as multiple offend- 
ers,” explained Crawford County 
Chair Lynnette Corlew in her report 
to the County Board. 

Even though some of these one- 
time offenders have successfully 
completed family and/or individual 
counseling arranged through the 
FIA, and have apparently resolved 
the issue(s) that led to the offense, 
they remain on a registry open to 
public scrutiny. This may be espe- 
cially difficult on those applying for 
employment if an employer should 
happen to screen applicants to such 
a degree. 

The five categories of disposition 
are: 

1 - Placed on Central Registry 
(Preponderance of Evidence of 
Child Abuse/Neglect as determined 
by field investigation.); 

il - Placed on Central Registry 


(Family refused or failed to com- 
plete services, or services were 
unsuccessful); 

If - Not Placed on Central 
Registry (Community referral with 
feedback to FIA); 

IV - Not Placed on Central 
Registry (FIA worker assists family 
in voluntarily participating in com- 


munity-based services. No further 
action.); 
V - Not Placed on Central 


Registry (Unable to locate cases or 
cases where court asked to order 
cooperation but declines. No fur- 
ther action.) 

Corlew recently attended a meet- 
ing of the Crawford County 
Collaborative Body where reform of 
the current Child Protective Law 
was discussed. 

The group is working through a 
state-wide program called “Putting 
It Together with Michigan 
Families,” or PIT (Putting It 
Together). It is a direct result of leg- 
islation sponsored in 1998 by then 
Lt. Governor Connie Binsfield. 

Upcoming changes in the Child 
Protective Law based on PA 484 
will require FIA to refer certain 
Child Protective Services’ investi- 
gated cases to community services, 
including FIA prevention services, 
possibly resulting in greater demand 
for some community-based ser- 
vices. 

The Crawford County 
Collaborative Body is working 
closely with local FIA staff to com- 
ply with the Act, while streamlining 
services to the community. The 
FIA, through discussion and a his- 
torical review of their policies, dis-

mainly with interstates and state 
trunklines, such as I-75 and M-72, 
though they may have “minimal 
oversight” on other area projects if 
federal money is involved. 

The TSC will be responsible for 
handling consulting work and over- 
seeing project designs in its six- 
county area. The Grayling TSC will 
be conducting a lot of planning 
meetings and public information 
sessions to gather local input on 
possible projects, said Bussard. 

Also, the local MDOT office wilf 
supervise contractors working on 
area road projects (within its juris- 
diction) and will oversee mainte- 
nance within its six county area, 

On a more customer service ori- 
ented level, the Grayling TSC has a 
traffic and safety engineer, who 
will work with people requesting a 
speed limit change or traffic study. 

Eventually, the TSC will be able 
to handle driveway permits, wide 
load permits, and billboard permits, 
though not for a few months.

DEQ consolidation was ‘political’ Land use is the focus of 
Headwaters Conservancy 


To the editor, 

Mark Stephen’s letter to the editor 
about the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality and its deci- 
sion to consolidate field staff into a 
new Gaylord office is a feeble 
attempt fo. rationalize and justify a 
purely political decision by DEQ 
management. 

“Mr. Stephens argues that the deci- 
sion is best for the public and the 
environment because it will improve 
coordination between DEQ divi- 
sions. While sound communication 
and coordination is important in any 
organization, who is coordinating 
with whom in DEQ? 

In my 16 years of field work in the 
DNR/DEQ’s water quality program 
Ive had to coordinate with Air 
Quality Division maybe three or 
four times. I spend more time work- 
ing with the DNR fish biologist on 
watershed protection than { do with 
any other DEQ division. For anoth- 
er DEQ division (Land and Water 
Management), working with the 
DNR fish. wildlife. and law enforce- 
ment divisions is far more critical 
than working with the other DEQ 
regulatory divisions. 

If Mr. Stephens feels stifled in his 
efforts to coordinate with staff in 
other offices perhaps he should try 
using the telephone or electronic 
mail more often. 

Another reason given by Mr. 
Stephens to justify a new office is 
that the public is frustrated by the 
“maze” of different offices in this 


district and the difficulty of trying to 
talk directly with the appropriate 
staff person. How complex is this 
problem? In the Cadillac District 
(the largest DEQ district in the state) 
staff are located in six different 
offices. : 

If the public Gane: one of the 
offices and needs to talk with a DEQ 
staff person about a particular prob- 
lem or concern, and that staff per- 
sona is located in another office, 
how difficult is: it for the receptionist 
to either transfer the call.or take a 
message? With today’s technology. 
an office receptionist should be able 
to quickly identify ihe staff person 
for a particular county or a particu- 
lar program and make an immediate 
inter-office transfer. 

Sure, it can be frustrating when 
calling a large, complex organiza- 
tion (have you ever dealt with the 
federal government in Washington 
D.C. or General Motors 
Headquarters?); however, some of 
the frustration can be attributed to 
the very nature of the beast. We are 
a complex organization with many 
different programs and laws (in the 
Surface Water Quality Division 
alone we have eight separate pro- 
grams to deal with). 

1 suspect what the public really 
finds frustrating is when they call an 
office and get a pre-recorded mes- 
sage (like it is in the current Gaylord 
DNR/DEQ office). They don’t want 
to talk to a machine; they want to 
talk with a real person!

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Stephens says that the decision to 
consolidate DEQ staff into a 
Gaylord office will save money by 
putting staff closer to the regulated 
facilities. How does he know this? 
Nobody in DEQ has ever done an 
in-depth workload analysis of staff 
affected by this decision. The fact 
is, for some staff this relocation is 
going to result in longer drives to the 
facilities they regulate and the coun- 
ties they serve.” 

While I have permitted facilities 
in Alpena to oversee, I also spend a 
considerable portion of my time 
working on the AuSable River 
watershed. Making Gaylord my 
home office (instead cf Grayling 
where I currently work) will add 
another 25 miles one way to the 
work site. How is this going to save 
money? 

Yes, there will be some Saye 
due to reduced travel times but there 
will also be increased costs due to 
increased travel times. Nobody 
really knows for sure what the over- 
all long-term costs will be. It is pre- 
sumptuous to say otherwise. 

We do know that there would 
have been real cost savings if the 
DEQ had selected the lowest bid 
proposal. like they are supposed to 
do. This lowest bid proposal was 
for a site in Grayling, not Gaylord, 
and would have reused (remodeled) 
the old Ben Franklin store next to 
Glen’s. 

The proposal would have cost the 
State about $3,000 per month less

than the selected proposal in 
Gaylord. Over the life of a 10-year 
lease, this proposal would have 
saved the State (i.e. taxpayers) near- 
ly $400,000. This is savings based 
on the documented bid proposals. 
not on speculation. 

The “Ben Franklin” proposal 
would also have been good for the 
environment by using existing land 
and existing facilities, instead of 
fostering urban sprawl and develop- 
ment on a “greenfield” site like the 
one selected in Gaylord. And it 
would not require its own septic sys- 
tem and water system, like the 
selected site in Gaylord will. The 
DEQ is supposed to be promoting 
the development and reuse of 
“brownfield” sites. Why should 
they be doing just the opposite? 

When all is said and done about 
this issue, i1 becomes clear that the 
decision to build a new DEQ office 
in Gaylord was not based on any 
kind of critical review and evalua- 
tion of the facts. Can one conclude 
that it is anything else but politics as 
usual? 

Mr. Stephens appears to be the 
self-appointed spokesperson for the 
DEQ on this matter and attempts to 
give it the management “spin.” But 
let the facts speak for themselves. 
You be the judge on whether this 
decision is good for the public and 
good for the environment.

Grayling Country Club in 75th year 


@ Founded in ‘20s 
by lumbermen, club 
weathers Depression 
on way to diamond 
anniversary in ‘99

This year, the Grayling Country 
lub, located on the South 1-75 
Business Loop in Grayling, is cele- 
brating its 75th anniversary as a 
local golfing establishment. 

The course’s three-quarters-of-a- 
century history includes being 
founded by lumbermen during the 
waning days of the local timber 
trade and a tough survival period 
during the Great Depression. 

“If you’re not sure whether the 
kids are going to eat tonight, golf is 
kind of a luxury item,” said Country 
Club Superintendent and General 
Manager Brian Conklin of the 
course’s Depression days. “It's 
unusual for a golf course or any 
other recreational business like that 
to last that long, most did go under 
during the Depression,” he said. 

The country club was maintained 
during the Depression by a few 
locals who “kept the grass cut 
enough to call it a golf course,” said 
Conklin, “just enough to keep it 
going.” 

The club’s board of directors was 
forced to drop the price for a day’s 
worth of golf from 50 cents to 25 
cents. “They almost went under,” 
said Conklin, “but they stuck it out.” 

The Grayling Country Club was 
first established about five years 
prior to the Great Depression, with 
the building of three holes in 1924. 

Conklin mentioned that a three- 
hole golf course was “not that rare” 
during that time. 

The course was built by what 
Conklin called “a half a dozen guys 
from town in the lumber and timber 
business,” who installed the original 
three holes on property which had 
been used for Jumbering. 

The land the Grayling Country 
Club now covers was used in log- 
ging operations, and a. barrel facto- 
ry, stables and sawmill stood where 
fairways and putting greens now lie. 
Lumbermen used to pull logs out of 
the AuSable River (which borders 
the club) for use in the barrel facto- 
ry, said Conklin. 


As the timber business got small- 


er, much of the property was no 
longer being used, and the owners 
decided to put three holes for golf
